Airport  at  Mills  Field,  which  said  portions  are  more  partic- 
ularly described  in  said  lease  above  mentioned,  and  said  lease 
is  hereby  referred  to  for  all  the  terms  and  conditions  there- 
of ;  and , 

Y.HEREAS,  it  was  provided  in  said  lease  that  the  lessor 
would  construct  and  provide  and  complete  on  said  lease  premi- 
ses, a  hangar,  office  building  and  such  aprons,  pavements  and 
other  improvements  all  according  to  plans  and  specifications 
to  be  drawn  and  prepared  for  the  same  and  which  were  there- 
after to    be  approved  and  ratified  by  the  lessor  and  lessee; 
and 

WHEREAS ,  it  was  also  provided  in  said  lease  that  the 
lessor  would  pay  the  sum  of  ^350,000.00  cjid  no  more,  toward 
the  cost  of  said  improvements  v/ithin  the  leased  premises,  and 
the  lessee  would  pay  the  remainder  of  the  cost  of    said  im- 
provement; and, 

WHEREAS,  since  the  execution  of  said  lease,  the  plans  ana 
specifications  for  said  buildings  and  said  improvements  have 
been  materially  changed  and  sup elemented  and  the  contemplated 
plans  therefor  have  been  changed  so  as  to  greatly  increase  the 
size  of  the  buildings  contemplated  by  the  lessor  and  the  lessee 
at  the  time  said  lease  was  entered  into,  and  also  said  new 
plans  provide  for  other  and  additional  buildings,  to-wit:  For 
an  engine  test  building  and  a  shop  addition  to  the  hangar  to  be 
constructed  under  said  original  plans,  together  with  other 
structures  appurtenant  to  the  increased  facilities  desired  by 
the  lessee;  and, 

WHEREAS,  said  increase  in  the  said  improvements  to  be  con- 
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structed  on  said  leased  premises  will  afford  additional 
facilities  for  said  airport  and  will  "ive  permanent  employment 
to  a  large  number  of  employees  in  and  about  said  airport  and 
will  Increase  the  number  of  planes  coming  to  and  leaving  said 
airport;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  the  original  plans  for  the  construction  of 
said  buildings  and  said  improvements  within  the  leased  premi- 
ses, contemplated  in  the  above  mentioned  lease,  it  was  esti- 
mated the  same  would  cost  the  sum  of  ^550,000.00;  and, 

WHEREAS ,  said  revised  plans  for  said  additional 
buildings  and  improvements  and  facilities  within  said  leased 
premises  will  cost  approximately  ^850,000.00;  and, 

Y/HSREAS,  the  lessee  has  agreed  that  if  the  lessor  will 
contribute  an  additional  ^50,000.00  toward  the  cost  of  said 
buildings,  improvements  and    facilities  within  the  leased 
premises  according  to  said  revised  plans,  that  said  lessee 
will  contribute  the  balance  of  the  cost  thereof,  to-wit, 
approximately  ^50,000.00;  and, 

WHEREAS,  this  Commission  believes  that  it  will  be  to  the 
benefit  and  advantage  and  best  interests  of  said  airport  and 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  that  said  buildings, 
improvement  sand  facilities  be  constructed  in  accordance  with 
said  revised  plans:

3.  The  permittee  shall  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  construct 
and  maintain  said  structure  and  shall  hold  the  City  free  from 
all  obligation,  liability,  or  expense  in  connection  with  the 
construction,  or  maintenance  of  said  structure  and  shall  hold 
the  City  free  and  harmless  from  liens  of  every  kind  and  nature 
and  the  permittee  shall  be  responsible  and  liable  for  any  and  a] 
damage  to  property  or  structures,  or  injury  or  death  to  persons, 
due  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  construction,  installation, 
operation,  maintenance,  use  or  existence  of  said  permittee fs 
structure  within  the  CityTs  land  and  shall  promptly  pay  any 
just  claims  therefor. 

4.  The  maraner  of  construction,  installation,  maintenance  and 
repair  of  the  permittee Ts  structure  within  the  City's  land  shall 
be  satisfactory  to  the  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
San  Francisco  Water  Department  and  the  permittee  shall  maintain 
said  structure  in  good  condition  so  that  there  shall  be  no 
leakage  from    same  into  adjacent  ground. 
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5.  The  permittee  shall  on  receipt  of  notice  so  to  do,  and 
within  such  reasonable  time  limit  as  may  he  fixed  by  said 
notice,  alter  said  permittee's  structure  to  such  extent  as  may

AGREEING  TO  CERTAIN  STIPULATIONS  PROPOSED  B  Y  HONORABLE 
HAROLD  L.  ICKES,  SECRETARY  OF  THE  INTERIOR  OF  THE 
UNITED  STATES,  RELATIVE  TO  THE  SUSPENSION  UNTIL  JULY 
1,  1942,  OF  THE  EFFECTIVE  DATS  OF  THE  RESTRAINING  ORDER 
ISSUED  BY  THE  DISTRICT  COURT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  ON 
JUNE  24,  I938,  RESTRAINING  THE  CITY  FROM  CONTINUING  TO 
DISTRIBUTE  ITS  HYDROELECTRIC  POWER  THROUGH  THE  AGENCY 
OF  THE  PACIFIC  GAS  AND  ELECTRIC  COMPANY,  ACCORDING  TO 
AGREEMENT  OF  JULY  1,  1925. 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  made 
application  to  Honorable  L.  I ekes,  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
of  the  United  States,  that  he  recommend  the  suspension  until 
July  1,  1942  of  the  effective  date  of  the  restraining  order 
issued  by  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  June  24, 
1938*  restraining  the  City  from  continuing  to  distribute  its 
hydroelectric  power  through  the  agency  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  according  to  agreement  of  July  1,  1925;  and, 

WHEREAS,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  agreeing  to  said 
suspension  of  said  restraining  order,  said  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  has  presented  to  the  Mayor  and  through  him  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  the 
following  stipulation  to  be  executed  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  Manager  of 
Utilities,  which  said  stipulation  is  in  the  words  and  figures 
following,  to-wit:

"WHEREAS,  This  Court  held  in  this  case  that  the  dispo- 
sition of  Hetch  Hetchy  energy  by  the  City  and  Coun  ty  of  San 
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Francisco  pursuant  to  the  contract  of  July  1,  1925.  between  the 
City  and  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  was  violative  of 
Section  6  of  the  Raker  Act  and  issued  an  injunction  restrain- 
ing further  performance  under  that  contract  and  any  disposal 
of  Hetch  Hetchy  energy  whereby  there  is  transferred  to  any 
private  individual  or  corporation  the  right  to  sell  or  sublet 
the  energy;  and, 

"WHEREAS,  on  April  22,  1940,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  affirmed  the  judgment  of  this  Court  and  there- 
after remanced  the  case  to  it;  and, 

"WHEREAS,  the  said  Supreme  Court  announced  its  inter- 
pretation of  the  Raker  Act  as  prohibiting  any  transfer  of  the 
right  to  sell  Hetch  Hetchy  energy  and  as  requiring  the  distribu- 
tion of  such  energy  by  the  City  directly  to  consumers;  and, 

"WHEREAS',  the  effective  date  of  the  injunction  issued  by 
this  Court  has  been  suspended  until  June  3°>  1941»  ^y  stipula- 
tion and  order  entered  August  26,  194O;  and, 

"WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  saia  stipulation  the  City  has  sub- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  approval  a  pro- 
posed agreement  between  the    City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
and  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  distribution  of 
Hetch  Hetchy  energy;  and, 

"WHEREAS,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  after  hearing, 
has  refused  to  approve  said  proposed  agreement  and  has  de- 
cided that  it  fails  to  fulfill  the  conditions  set  forth  in 
said  stipulation  and,  if  executed,  would  violate  the  Raker 
Act;  and, 

"WHEREAS,  the  City  in  good  faith  desires  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Raker  Act  as  construed  by  the  Supreme 
Court;  and, 

"WHEREAS,  it  will  be  impossible  to  effectuate  such  com- 
pliance on  or  before  June  30,  1941,  and  the  City  will  be  de- 
prived of  the  power  revenue  accruing  under  the  present  con- 
tract if  the  injunction  becomes  effective  on  said  date;  and, 

"WHEREAS,  the  City  must,  on  or  before  September  15,  1941, 
fix. its  tax  rate  for  the  fiscal  year  enaing  June  30,  1942,  and 
desires  the  Government  to  consent  to  a  further  extension  of 
the  effective  date  of  the  injunction  until  June  30,  1942,  in 
order  to  avoid  an  immediate  increase  in  the  tax  rate  sufficient 
to  compensate  for  the  loss  of  such  revenue  anc,  to  afford  suffi- 
cient time  to  complete  the  preparation  of  a  plan  for  the 
acquisition  or  construction  of  a  municipal  power  system.

"Now,  therefor,  in  order  to  secure  the  consent  of  the 
government  to  such  further  stay,  the  City,  acting  through  its 
attorneys,  its  Board  of  Supervisors,  its  Mayor,  and  its  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  and  the  Manager  of  Utilities,  hereby 
undertakes  and  pledges  to  this  Court  and  to  the  government, 
its  willingness  and  intention  to  proceed  to  take  all  steps 
necessary  to  effectuate  compliance  with  the  Raker  Act  as  ex- 
peditiously as  possible,  and  specifically  to  support  and  carry 
out  the  following  program  for  compliance.

kept  fully  informed  of  the  progress  of  the  plan  and  the  details 
thereof  and  the  City  will  at  all  times  stana  ready  to  discuss 
such  plan  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  or  such  persons 
as  he  may  designate.    No  such  plan  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
electors  in  conjunction  with  the  proposed  charter  amendment 
unless  and  until  such  plan  has  been  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior.

WHEREAS,  in  aadition  to  the  total  airplane  passengers 
carried  at  the  San  Francisco  Airport  for  the  calendar  year  of 
1940  as  shown  above,  an  eight  hour,  daily  vehicular  traffic 
count  at  the  Airport  entrance  during  a  thirty  day  period  early 
in  1940,  indicated  a  ratio  of  10  to  1  between  sightseeing  visi- 
tors, plus  regular  employees  of  the  Airport,  and  airplane

WHEREAS ,  the  only  means  of  access  to  the  San  Francisco 
Airport  is  by  pleasure  or  commercial  automobile  via  the  Bay- 
shore  Highway,  and  vehicular  friction  resulting  from  even 
present  traffic  entering,  leaving,  or  crossing  the  high  speed 
traffic  flow  of  the  bayshore  highway  at  the  entrance  to  the 
airport  has  resulted  in  an  ever  increasing  number  of  serious, 
and  many  fatal,  accidents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  national  average  increase  in  aviation  activity 
compiled  by  the  Federal  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  has 
been  48^  Per>  Year  for  "the  past  three  years  and  the  growing  im- 
portance of  aviation  in  national  defense  will  more  than  double 
that  percentage  of  increase  in  the  immediate  future,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  increased  aerial  traffic  will  bring  a  pro- 
portionate increase  of  vehicular  traffic  to  the  San  Francisco 
Airport;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Occupancy  by  United  Airlines  early  in  1942  of  its 
new  overhaul  and  maintenance  base  at  the  Airport  will  bring 
over  six  hundred  additional  regular  employees  who  will,  in  most 
cases,  drive  their  own  car  to  and  from  work;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Airport  has  lately  been  selected 
by  the  Federal  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  as  the  perma- 
nent San  Francisco  Bay  Area  forecasting  center  of  the  Federal 
Weather  Bureau,  and  also  the  operating  and  communication  center 
of  one  of  three  international  radio  stations  now  being  erected 
in  the  United  States;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  federal  agency  of  first  rank  national  cefense 
importance,  namely,  The  United  States  Coast  Guard,  is  now 
operating  a  major  air  patrol  station  on  land  donated  by  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  to  the  Federal  Government  at  the  San

Francisco  Airport;  the  station  itself  representing  a  feaeral 
expenditure  of  close  to  a  million  dollars;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Airport  Department  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  of  San  Francisco  has  developed  an  alternate  plan 
for  this  highway  improvement  in  place  of  the  merely  partial 
correction  offered  by  the  Highway  Commission  plan,  which  alter-

In  1898,  he  went 
to  work  for  the  San  Mateo  Branch  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company  and  rose  rapidly  to  positions  of  responsibility  and 
trust.    He  became  interested  in  engineering  and  in  the  various 
operations  of  the  Water  Company.    He  was  advanced  to  the  po- 
sition of  Assistant  Engineer,  Assistant  to  the  Manager  and 
later  Secretary  and  Auditor. 

While  a  resident  of  San  Mateo  he  served  as  a  member  of 
the  City  Council,  was  a  member  of  the  B.  P.  0.  E.,  of  the 
Native  Sons  of  the  Golden  West,  and  of  the  American  Society 
of  Civil  Engineers. 

WHEN  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  1930,  took 
over  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  by  purchase,  and  broad- 
ened its  field  of  operation,  Mr.  Sharon  continued  for  a  time 
as  Auditor  and  later,  when  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  was 
created  under  the  new  Charter,  he  became  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commission  and  had  added  to  his  duties  those  of  Director  of 
the  Bureau  of  Accounts, 

In  every  position  that  John  J.  Sharon  was  called  upon  to 
fill,  he  proved  himself  a  man  of  the  highest  ability  and  in- 
tegrity, a  loyal  and  patriotic  citizen.  He  was  a  staunch  and 
sincere  friend,  a  faithful  official,  a  tender  and  devoted  hus- 
band and  father.  In  his  association  with  his  fellow  man  he  was 
at  all  times  a  loving  companion. 

He  has  bequeathed  to  his  family  the  noblest  inheritance, 
an  unsullied  name.  He  has  left  with  his  friends  the  memory  of  a 
true  and  kindly  soul,  a  treasured  possession  which  will  remain 
with  them  forever.  A  lovable,  gracious,  high  minded,  Christian 
gentleman  has  gone  to  his  rest.
